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Remarks 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for his careful consideration of the application. 

Claims 1 - 18 are pending in the application. Applicant notes the Examiner only 
referenced claims 1 - 17 in his response. However, Applicant has canceled claims 16 - 
18, regardless. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The Examiner rejected claim 3 under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 7 and 8 recite the limitation "the information". 
Claims 7 and 8 have been amended to overcome this rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 - 4 under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Okada et al (US Patent No. 5,880,447) ("Okada"). These rejections are moot as 
Applicant has canceled claims 1, 3, and 4. Claim 2 has been amended to be 
dependent upon claim 5, which the Examiner has indicated would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The Examiner rejected claims 16 and 17 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Okada in view of Craig et al (US Patent No. 5,555,351) ("Craig"). 
These rejections are moot as Applicant has canceled claims 16-18. 



Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 5, 6 and 9 - 15 as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 5 has been 
amended to include all the limitations of claim 1 . 
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Claims 7 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as set fort in this office action. 
Claims 7 and 8 have also been amended to overcome these rejections as well. 

Conclusion
